OKLAHOMA CTTY.The Texas- 
Oklahoma Wheat Improvement Assn 
has issued its 1950 buying guide and 
map for flour millers. The survey 
shows a continued shift to acceptable 
varieties of wheat. A large portion 
of the wheat growing area of the two 
states now has more than 90% of 
acreage in desirable varieties of 
wheat 

The principal acceptable varieties 
are Comanche, Westar, Wichita and 
Triumph. The early maturing vari- 
Wichita and Triumph, have 
reached the peak of their popularity 
with farmers, according to Keats 
Seder, director of the Texas-Okla- 
horma Wheat Improvement Associa 
thm 


The mid-season varieties, Coman 
che and Westar. which are stronger 
m gluten characteristics. have made 
the test yields the last two years 
Meveral mille have « standing offer 
of lie over the current market for 
pure Cormanche for milling purposes 


and seed buyers are bidding higher 
for Comanche than for any other 
variety, proving its popularity with 
growers, Mr. Soder reports 

There is more early interest in 
wheat seed this year than ever be- 
fore, Mr. Soder said. Hundreds of 
thousands of bushels are being 
bought direct from the combine and 
trucked long distances. Westar seems 
to be second in demand and Wichita 
third. Triumph is in such ample 
supply there is little or no premium 
being offered for seed of this variety 
unless the seed ia registered or certi- 
fied 

Now that Red Chief and Early 
Blackhull have about disappeared, 
the Improvement Association plans 
to turn its spotlight on the mellow- 
gluten, early wheat, Mr. Seder an- 
nounced. These varieties have a place 
in the earliest maturing areas where 
there it danger of hot winds, but 
Comanche and Westar have a strong- 
er gluten quality

The survey report, published by the 
St Paul Dispetch-Pioneer Press 
shows that 116.400 families in St Paul

In each of three previous years, the 
survey percentage of family flour 
buyers was 98.4% 

For cake flour, the survey showed 
that 80.640 families, or 67.2% of the 
total, are buyers. In the 1949 Con- 
sumer the percentage was 
73.4%, and in 1948 it was 73.7% 


Prepared Mixes 

The report also includes figures for 
various baking mixes 

For cake mix, 14.7% of the tami- 
lies surveyed reported buying it regu- 
larly; 60.1%. occasionally, and 16.7% 
never. Reporting that they tried but 
discontinued it were 85% of the 
families surveyed. In the 1949 survey 
124% said they bought cake flour 
regularly and 47.4% occasionally 

The question on buying pie crust 
mix showed the following figures 
Regularly, 8.6%. occasionally, 273.5°% 
tried but discontinued, 9.3%; never 
SA6%. The percentages in the 1949 
survey were similar 

For hot roll mix, the 1950 figures 
are: Regularly, 44%; occasionally 
1%: tried but discontinued, 5.1% 
never, 64% 

Muffin or biscuit mix: Regularly 
124%: occasionally, 25.6%; tried but 
discontinued, 28%. never, 56.2% 

Ginger bread mix: Regularly, 46% 
occasionally, 35.2%; tried but discon- 
tinued, 61%; never, 44.1%

We have Known some millers who 
looked upon thelr brokers as direct 
employ ces of the mills. They tried to 
direct them accordingly, but in no 
case has this worked out success- 
fully. If a broker has the ability to 
establish a successful business of his 
own and if a miller is fortunate 
enough to secure a connection af 
this kind, the broker should be per- 
mitted to manage his business as he 
sees fit 

A great many of the flour miils of 
this country are dependent upon bro- 
kers for the distribution of their 
products. Certainly a broker operat- 
ing in a specific market is more fa- 
miliar with sales conditions there 
than is a miller who may be located 
1,000 miles away. The miller will 
profit by letting the broker conduct 
his own sales activities 


PRICING 18 IMPORTANT—One of 
the most important problems in the 
wholesale distribution of all foods, 
including flour, is proper pricing. Too 
many distributors do not have an 
accurate idea of their costs and their 
pricing is done on more or leas of a 
hit-and-miss basis. In fact, that also 
applies to retail grocers, who are ur 
gently in need of help on this ques 
tion 

The answer lies in a sound ac- 
counting system. The lack of cost 
knowledge displayed by many flour 
jobbers during the period of OPA 
was shocking We are afraid there 
has been littl improvement in this 
respect since then 

The need for accurate cost account- 
ing is so obvious that it seems foolich 
to write about it. Yet experience 
shows that many flour distributors 
pay too littl attention to this part 
of their taminesses 


However we 
cant think of a single factor of 
greater importance When more at- 
tention ia paid to it, there will be 
lems difficulty in the four distribut 
ing industry

"The idea is widely held that potatoes are the 
principal villain in the farm price support picture 
the Times comments and so far as realized 
losees are concerned they have been the most 
serious single offender, accounting to date for 
$364 million. But potatoes are 4 perishable com 
modity, and losses on perishables have to be taken 
from crop year to crop year. This is not the case 
with such commodities a8, say, cotton, tobacco 
wheat and corn, in which deterioration is a slower 

and for that reason, incidentally, a more costly 

process. The government, for example, has al- 
ready taken title to nearly 3,600,000 bales of 
cotton, which cost $608 million, and it has made 
loans on another $322 million worth, the ultimate 
cost of which no one can possibly foresee. April 1 
in addition to the sums written off as losses, it had 
more than four billions, all told, tied up in loans 
inventories and crop-purchase contracts. It has 
been estimated that the mere cost of carrying the 
commodities it has repossessed amounts to half a 
million dollars a day 

“And when we are totaling up the cost of the 
administration's postwar policy of high-level price 
supports, how much is to be assessed against ‘t 
for the recent destructive dust storms which have 
ravaged parts of five states in the southern 
Great Plains region? While one department of 
the government has been educating the nation’: 
farmers in soil conservation, another, by holding 
out government-guaranteed high prices, has put a 
premium on the cultivation of submarginal lands 
by irresponsible ‘suitcase farmers’ interested only 
in making a quick killing out of a boom in farm 
prices. The government poured millions of dollars 
into the dust-bow! fight of the thirties, and now 
it looks as though it may have to do the job 
all over again. If that is the case, the war and 
the recent drouth will have been, at most, only 
partly to blame The government, by its own 
politically minded approach to the farm problem, 
will have contributed more than its fair share 

As the fall elections approach, there will be 
more of these half truths and specious arguments 
heard It is important that the corrections be 
given to as wide an audience as possible. The 
greatest threat to a sound farm program is that 
all farm legisiation is being used as a political 
tool. If the facts are understood by enough people 
perhaps the tool will not be so sharp
